This limitation in combination with the other limitations of claims 7, 9, 11, 15, 16 and 17 renders 
the claim novel and non-obvious. The prior art of Nishiyama discloses certain aspects of the state 
estimation recited in the claims such as equations 13-20 and Figures 4-5 of Nishiyama et al. "H(infinity) 
learning of Layered Neural Networks", equations 8-1 1 and 18-22 of Nishiyama "Robust Estimation of 
a Single Complex Sinusoid in White Noise-H Filter Approach", and equations 9-12 of Nishiyama "A 
Nonlinear Filter for Estimating a Sinusoidal Signal and Its Parameters in White Noise: On the Case 
of a Single Sinusoid", but do not explicitly recite the combination of the claimed limitations with the 
above limitation and equation 34 which renders the claims novel and non-obvious.
